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THE MEXICO TYPHUS FIGHT

Typhus fever being distressingly
prevalent in the City of Mexico, the
American Red Cross has asked per-

mission of the authorities there to
bring the necessary force and facili-
ties, and drive out the disease. It
is proposed to do to the federal dis-

trict of Mexico approximately the
samo thing that was done some
months ago for Serbia, when the
disease was so completely eradicated
that at one time it was said that,
whcrca3 the epidemic had been one
of the worst ever known, at the
conclusion of the campaign there
was not an authenticated case in the
kingdom.

These and many other achieve-
ments of the American sanitary ex-

perts the Public Health Service, the
Kockcfeller Foundation, the Red
Cross, and others recall tl fact
that American sanitary science leads
the world. American service in
these purely humane directions has
been in recent years one of the most
distinguishing and laudable contri-
butions of this country to the world's
progress. The redemption of the
tropics is now accepted as both pos-

sible and assured of accomplishment.
Cholera has been conquered in some
of its worst scats; bubonic plague,
yellow fever, malaria, and other
dreaded scourges have been sup-
pressed. It is gratifying to contem-
plate these contributions of Ameri-
can philanthropy, science, and or-

ganizing capacity, in contrast to the
world-wid- e business of ruin and
blood-lettin- g.

cities, there was an average of 8.6
homicides for every 100,000 of pop-

ulation; while the average for the
preceding ten years had been 7.9 per
100,000.

The showing of an increase in the
homicides over so wide an area of
observation will probably be most
readily explained by the fact that
19J4 was a period of comparative
depression economically; there being
a good deal of evidence that such
conditions do cause increase in
crime.

Memphis is the most dan-
gerous town to live in, homicidally
speaking; it showed in 1914 72.2
homicides to 100,000 people. Reading
had the lowest proportionate rate,
only one to 100,000 people. Charles
ton, S. C, came second highest, but
its rate was only 33.3 per 100,000.
Tho first eight oities are in the
South, where race conditions are ac-

countable for a large share of the
killings.

The suicide rate increased 3.6 per
cent the murder rate 8.9 per
cent in 1914. Over 60 per cent of
the killings were with firearms, and
nearly half the rest with knives. The
obvious deduction from this seems to
he that there is need for more
stringent regulation of the sale and
"toting" of weapons. This view is
emphasized by the fact that there
have been reports of decided de-

crease in this kind of crime in com-
munities where such regulations
have been effected.

MODERN POLICE IDEALS

Citizens of large cities are begin-
ning to realize that policing is a

of vital importance to them.
Never before were so many experi-
ments tried in the police de-

partments of cities, and never before
has so much been expected of this
branch of city governments.

Chicago believes it has found thc
Key to the situation in trying to
make its citizens to a
greater degree, with the police
force. To accomplish that it is en-
listing a force of 20,000 citizen po-

licemen, one to each block, whose
duties bhall not to be to make ar-
rests, but to check up on policemen,
on conditions requiring police atten-
tion, and to leport these to head-
quarters.

Of course, this is no more than
every citizen should do, whether he
is armed with, an engraved commis-
sion from the mayor or not. If one- -

tenth of the citizens of Washington
assumed their full responsibilities,

saw to it that every violation of
police regulations that comes under
their eyes were reported, the police
force could safely be reduced to half,
nd the community would get better
Jesuits.

Thp Chicago idea of a citizen po-

lice force is not so radical as it
hounds. In Washington there is a
Humane Societv. which, in its field,
amounts to thc same thing. Busi-

THE OUTLOOK FOR BIQ IMPORTS

"There are people, too many of
them, who insist on not believing
that there will be any considerable
rush of imports to this country after
thc war. How they can entertain
such confidence, and particularly
how they can persist that no special
measures of preparedness against
such a condition arc necessary, is
difficult to understand, in view of
the lecord our war-tim- e importa-
tions are now making.

As a matter of fact, our imports
in recent months have been growing
amazingly. The imports for Octo
ber were immensely bigger than for
the corresponding month of either
last year or the year before. No-

vember's figures are just now in,
and they break the best previous No-

vember record, in 1912, by $11,000,-00- 0.

Now, when it is considered that it
is possible to have our total monthly
imports smashing all records when
most of the great trading nations of
Europe are sending us very much
less than they usually send us and
when some of thev are sending us
virtually nothing at all, it will be
possible to imagine the measure of
our imports when all the trading na-

tions on earth get back on the job
again of supplying our markets with
their products up to the limit of our
capacity to take the stuff.

In October of this year our im-

ports from Austria-Hungar- y were
down some $200,000 from October
the year before; from Belgium they
were down some $170,000; from
France more than $1,800,000; from
Germany $3,400,000; from Italy
more than $2,200,000; from the
Netherlands more than 1,000,000;
from Norway almost $1,200,000;
from Spain more than $600,000, and
from thc United Kingdom nbout a
million and threc-cvuarter- s.

Yet the total imports of the month
scored some $11,000,000 more thtn
last year and some $16,000,000 mort
than in 1913, because we were get
ting from Canada some $7,000,000
more; from Cuba some $400,000
more; from Argentina almost
$1,600,000 more; from China almost
$1,000,000 more; from thc Biitish
East Indies almost $2,000,000 more;
from Japan some $1,700,000 more;
from Australia and New Zealand
some $1,200,000 more, and so on.

When we can make such a record
of imports as we arc doing now,
with Germany and Austria-Hungar- y

virtually shut out from our markets,
wth Great Britain, France and Italy
bo busy about their war affairs and
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we do not defend ourselves against
economic invasion by all tho world!
